-The Cyclops, with a com- 
iplement. of, fifteen officers, 221 
men, ‘and fifty-seven passengers, 
disappeared ' without trace after 
leaving Barbados for Baltimore 
lin’ March 1918, 


The diary, which appears ‘to be 
genuine, is supposed to have been 
* pwritten by the last survivor of 
the four conspirators, who gave 
it to a former ‘sergeant in the 
Marines, in Texas. It relates how

ley Jackson first saw the 
news of, the bomb ‘outrage 
‘on ‘a, newspaper. placard’ and 
was horrified when the newsboy said 
that ‘it. “had occurred ‘in’ Calcutta. 
‘Therefore he wag .all the more re- 
Heved -to find that Sir“Charles 
Vegart was not Injured. Sir Stan-| 
ley Jackson, interviewed by Reuter, 
expressed detestalion at the outrage.
